Hagemeister primary election 
bill 


passed by the legislature was sent 
'to the senate today with a veto by 
Governor La Follette, as has been ex- 
pected. 


In his veto message the governor 


reviewed at some length the primary 
election' question. 
Coming.-down to 


its comrse through the 
legislature 


he took occasion to score the op- 
position for some of the methods em- 
ployed to defeat the original bill and 
referred to the federal office holders 
and their work against the bill. 


If the bill finally passed the gover- 


nor said he could not approve it un- 
der his oath of office. 
One of the 


governor's objections brought 
out 


the point that it was not generally 
realized that if the law was enacted 
it wou'd not take effect until after 
the next general election. 


On the motion of Senator 
Long 


Jones immediate action was taken an 
the veto. 
The Stalwarts held their 


forces together and came within two 
of passing the bill over the gover- 
nor's veto, the vote being 17 to 11. 


Another veto was sent in by the 


governor of the bill repealing a law. 
authorizing a dam on Lost river. 


The Leinroot 
anti-trust bill was 


killed in the senate without the for- 
mality of. a discussion or roll call. 


The hall three cornered poison bot- 


tle bi'l was also refused concurrence 
by the senate. 
* 


The senate reconsidered its vote 


killing the bill taxing ice shipped 
out of the state and advanced it to 
third reading. 


There was a 
lively discussion in 


the assembly over the bill passed by 
the senate cutting off the payment of 
fees at the university. 
It was killed 


sixty to nine. 


ANTI-PASS GOES TO PEOPLE. 


Only Eight Votes Against the Reso- 


lution in the Senate. 


Madison, Wis., May 10.—The pri- 


mary election bill veto. did not come 
in last evening as was expected. The 
three days allowed the governor for 
its consideration expire at noon to- 
day, and if the veto does not come 
then, the bi!l will become a law with 
or without his signature. 


Anti- Pass Resolution. 


Last night the senate concurred in 


the anti-pass resolution with

little debate, and only eight votes 
against it.

It simply authorizes the sec-

PROGRESS IN RURAL MAIL DELIVERY; 


THERE ARE NOW 3.0QO FREE ROUTES 


Experimental Period Has Passed Within a Few 


Years Every County in the U S. Will Have a 


Complete Free Mail Delivery Service. 


Washington, D. C., May 
10.—No 


development in the mechanism of 
government has been so astonishing 
as the advance in the rural delivery 
service of the postoffice department. 
Less than half a dozen years ago 
Assistant Postmaster General Jones 
o't' Il'inois reported that the proposed 
rural free delivery was not feasible. 


The entire influence of the depart- 


ment was cast against it, but con- 
gress insisted 
on an experiment, 


'which was continued for some years. 


3,000 Rural Routes. 


Now the free delivery of letters In 


rural communities is only a question 
of appropriations. 
There are now 


in operation, only six years after the 
department, under a previous admin- 
istration, reported adversely, no less 
than 3,000 rural'routes. 
Each of 


these routes costs annually 
from 


$500 to $1,000. 
In addition to these, 


about 500 routes .have already been 
ordered to be established by July 1. 


Congress has increased the exper- 


imental appropriation up' to $3,500,- 
000. 
The routes already in opera- 


tion and ordered will use up about 
?2,500,000. 
This leaves~a balance of 


only about $1.000,000 [for the next 
fiscal year, ana a 
: goodl deal of that 


will be used up for acmitional clerk 
hire, purchase of equiptaent, salaries 
of inspectors, >and similar expenses 
incidential to the ci-eatjion of a new 
governmental bw(reau. 


Need Mojre Money. 


The result is the appropriation for 


the fiscal year beginning July next 
will be exhausted before half the 
petitions for rural 
, free 
delivery 


routes now on file can be grafted. It 
is probable, therefore, that, as soon 
as he returns, the Postmaster Gener- 
al will be obliged to issue a formal 
notice that it wiTl be useless for Con- 
gressmen', to forward any more appli- 
cations until there is an increase in 
the annual appropriation. 


It has become quite evident to the 


postoffice officials that bhe 
experi- 


mental . period has entirely 
passed, 


and in their opinion the country is 
destined to see before the close of 
the present administration a revolu- 
tion the like of which has' not been 
seen in the postal business since the 
introduction of the envelope and the 
perforated postage 
stamp. 
Only 


last year the appropriation for this 
service was fixed at the 
ridiculous 


sum of $450,000. 


System Has Come to Stay. 


It was the intention of the depart- 


ment to make the attejn-pt to cover 
entire counties with' a regular mail 
delivery. 
The demand for the ser- 


vice has been so enormpus however, 
that most of the increases must be 
in the direction of separate routes. 
It is predicted by the , department 
that within a few years every county 
in the United States which possesses 
fair density of population and a rea- 
s.onably good roads will have a com- 
plete free delivery service. 


SPANISH 
ANARCHISTS IN REVOLT 


i 


Rising in Barcelona is Fatal to the Regular Troops- 


Enormous Crowds Engage in the klots. 


Barcelona, Spain, May 10.—An anar- 


chist rising which lasted one day has 
•been killed in the bud by vigorous ef- 
forts of General Weyler, minister of 
war. 
It was serious enough to have 


resulted in the slaying and wounding of 
many soldiers and officers 
and 
the 


killing o£ a dozen or more of the riot- 
ers. Over 100 arrests of anarchists, so- 
cialists and extreme Catalanists have 
been made. Twenty-one of the most 
notorious "reds," including Chiefs Bo-, 
farull and Poncuberta, have been 
placed in irons on board the warship 
Pellayo. The incentive to the rising 
was a discontent as to wages and hours 
o.f work in the factories of Barcelona, 
which ended- in collisions 
with 
the 


troopa. The aaarchists had been agi- 
tating for a week among the famishing 
workmen. Their motto during the agi- 
tation was "Death to the king and 
the church!" 
On flamboyant pam- 


phlets tBey called attention ' to 
the 


enormous amount of money that was 
paid to Rome to secure a special dis- 
pensation for the marriage of 
the 


king's sister, the Princess of Asturias. 
They also laid stress on ttie increasing 
demands of the church. An enormous 
crowd of people participated in yester- 
day's rioting. Many of the workmen 
still remained in :the factories after a 
strike had been 'declared. The clash 
with- the troops was precipitated by 
the attempt of the rioters to'enter the 
factories and compel the men to tquit. 
General "Weyler, minister of war, has 
telegraphed to the captain general of 
Barcelona: "You will reply by arms to 
every cry of 'Death to the king!' ",Or- 
der has been restored at the point of 
the bayonet. Troops occupy the sub- 
urbs of Barcelona, where the majority 
of the factories are situated, and v/ork

Compared with former figures this 


is a gratifying showing. The census 
of 1891 showed an increase in 'the 
ten years from 1881 of 11.65 per cent, 
for the same districts. 


Much interest attaches to the re- 


turns from the agricultural districts. 
Fortyeight counties show 
decided 


gains. 
These include the cities and 


manufacturing towns, while fourteen 
counties, mostly confined to agricul- 
tural interests, show decreases. The 
figures for Scotland and Ireland are 
not yet complete.

Washington, D. C., May 10.—Treas- 


ury officials have been watching with 
intense interest the exciting situation 
In Wall street, as developed during the 
last two days. Several of those talked 
to were inclined to say, "I told you 
jso." These same officials are authority 
for the statement that the panicky 
situation in Wall street has not af- 
fected legitimate commercial enter- 
prises in the slightest degree. On the 
contrary, it is pointed out, that it is 
much better for business to have a 
stock panic at the present time rather 
than along in the fall. Now the de- 
mand for money for business enter- 
prises is only normal, so that there is 
a surplus to spare for Wall street. In 
the fall, however, money will be need- 
ed in the west to move the crops, and 
if at the same time there should be 
an extraordinary demand in Wall 
street, there would be an inevitable 
stringency 
in the money, market, 


•which would react on legitimate busi- 
ness. 


Plenty of Money In Sight. 


At the present time there is no ap- 


parent stringency in the money mar- 
ket. This is shown by th? fact that 
the New York banks have been in such 
good shape that they could combine in 
the face of a wild panic, and offer to 
loan to the street the large sum of 
$16,000,000 at a 6 per cent rate, which. 
In view of the situation, is extraordi- 
narily moderate.

The Beloit, ,Delavan Lake 
and 


Jauesville electric

of -way question through the towns 
of Rock and La Prairie. The railway 
company asked for a franchise to

road 


through those towns. 
Mr. Clough 


met he town boards of those towns 
on Tuesday and stated to them what 
the road desired to do. 
The ques- 


tion was gone over thoroughly by the 
members of the board and the pro- 
moters and everything taken 
into 


consideration. 
The board took the 


matter under advisement and will re- 
port on the proposition later. 


The one point that the board look- 


ed at the msot seriously was that the 
road asked to be' allowed to use the 
highway for about a mile and. a half 
just south of the city. 
This is the 


point that the board has taken under 
consideration. 


Ever since the road was first -talk- 


ed of there has been a determined 
effort on the part of the people of 
Afton to have the line run from Be- 
loit to Jauesville through their town. 
Mr. Clough went over the route they 
asked him to follow and had a sur- 


- vey made. He found that on account 


of the hilly nature of the ground the 
route would be bad for their purpose 
and told the committee from that 
town what his reasons for not going 
through their town were.
